He has been lit- 
erally shot to pieces in his daring exploits, and 
his old wounds would have killed any one cast 
in a less rugged mold. Two builets have 
pierced the abdomen, and are still 
in tue body. There is a. builet-hole 
in the right wrist, and acother in 
the right ankle. Two more disfigure the left 
thigh and knee.

Charles is said by old Missourians to bear 


a wonderful resembiance to the once-famous 
Basil Duke. He is 24 years old, with biack hair 
banged over the forehead, heavy black eye- 
brows, a faint and foppish mostache, high 


cheek bones, sunken cheeks, and square jaws, 


denoting great firmness. Robert. the killer, is 
but 20 years of age, five fect ten and a halt 
inches tall, and weighs 135 pownds. His hair is 
brown and close-cropped, and his round ruddy 
face is smooth-shaven. He bas hazel eyes 
as sharp as a hawk's, which constantly 
move about with restiess and penetrating gaze. 
There was not the faintest trace of excitement 
in the young man’s manner as be detailed the 
story of his act. There is nothing to conceal,” 
said he, and lam proud of what I have done. 
I was Dorn in Richmond, Ray County, Missouri, 
and raised on a farm until 17 when I clerked for 
two vears in a grocery store. Then I went back

He rented a house of the 3lst up on the hill back 
of the World's Hotei, a quiet part of the town 
and not thickly settled. My brother Charley and 
lhad known nearly all of the gang, but had 
never worked with them otherwise. I was in 
collusion with the detectives, and was one of 
the party that went to Kentucky and arrested 
Clarence Hite, last February. Hite got twenty- 
five years in the penitentiary. Jesse never sus- 
pected that we were false to him, and, as his 
gang was all broken up, he wanted new ma- 
terial and regarded us favorably. Two weeks 
ago he came to Clay County to see his mother, 
Mrs. Samue's, who tives forty miles east of 
Kansas City. Charley and 1 told him then we 
wanted to join him and be outlaws, and he said 
all right. Charley came here with bim 
a week ago Sunday, and 1 followed 
last Sunday night. We both staid 
at his house, a one-story building with seven 
rooms. Gov. Crittenden had offered $10,000 re- 
ward for Jesse, dead or alive. We knew that 
the only way was to kill him. He was always 
cool and self-possessed, but always on the watch. 
During the day he would stay around the house 
and in the evening he would godown town to 
the news depot and get the papers. He said 
there were men here who ought to know him, 
but they never did. 

HE TOOK THE CHICAGO “TRIBUNE,” 
Cineinnati Commercial, and Kansas City Times 
regularly, and always knew what was going on 
all over the worid. About a week ago be read a 
piece in one of the papers that Jesse James’ 
career was over, and Chariie said he was awful 
mad about it. He said he would show them be- 
fore long that Jesse James was not done yet. 
He bad not done any job since the Blue-Cut 
train-robbery last September, and I don't be- 
lle ve he had over $700 or $800 in money. He was 
thinking of robbing some bank near by and then 
running in under close cover. It was for this he 
wanted our heip. Well,’ continued the youth, 
calinly relighting his cigar, ‘‘we knew we had to 
Kill him. But there was no chance to get the 
drop on bim until this morning. His wife, and 
boy of 7, and girl of 3 were in the kitchen. Jesse 
was in the front sitting-room, where he slept. 

I NEVER KNEW HIM TO BE so CARELESS. 

He commenced brushing the dust off some 
pieture-frames, but stopped and todk off his 
wea pots, and laid them on the bed. There was 
a Colt'’s revolver and a Smith & Wesson, each 
forty-five calibre. He also had in the room a 
Winchester repeating rifle, fourteen shots, and 
a breach-loading shot-gun. As he turned away 
from the bed we stepped between him and his 
weapons and pulled on him. I was about eight 
feet from him when de heard my pistol cock.

EXTRAORDINARY CAREER. 


NOT EQUALED IN PREVIOUS CAREERS OF 
CRIME. 
Special Dispatgh to The Chicago Tribune. 

Kansas City, Mo., April 3.— Here the James 
boys were reared and here has ever been their 
harbor of refuge when chased from pillar to post 
and State to State by detectives. re many of 
their old guerrilia comrades live; and here, too, 
they have frientis and relatives residing. 

The James boys were raised in Clay County, 
within twelve miles of Liberty; the Youngers in 
Jackson Codunty, within four miles of Inde- 
pendence. There is something suggestive in 
the names of their homes, for Liberty and inde- 
pendence with them bave been carried beyond 
the limits of criminal license. 

Frank James was born in Kentucky in 1841; 
Jesse in Clay County, Missouri, in 1545. Their 
father was the Rey. Robert James, a prominent 
and eloquent Baptist minister, a pleasant and 
courteous gentleman, possessed of more educa- 
tion than was common with the ministergof bis 
Church in the frontier days of 1843 in this State, 
when the James family moved from Kentucky 
to Clay County. He was one of the first Trustees 
of the William Jewell Coltege. located at Liberty, 
and, though a resident of that vicinity only from 
1843 to 1849, he has left a kindly remembrance of 
himself among the oid settlers. In the latter- 
named year he went to Califurnia,’ and there 
died in 1851. To this day the old settlers about 
the James’ home say, and it bas become a tradi- 
tion, that the Rev. Robert Jaraes was driven 
from home bv his wife. 

THE JAMES BOYS’ MOTHER 

is still alive and vigorous, and resides on a weil- 
cultivated farm four miles east of Kearney, a 
station on the Hanolbal & St. Joseph Kal ;. 
seventeen wiles northeast of this gity. She 
was a Miss Zerelda Cale, of Scott County, 
Kentucky, and, though she has attained 
the advanced age of 58, she wears the traces 
stiil of what ia her 22 womanhood must 
have made her the fam beauty in all the 
country round about, Her neighbors say that 
Aunt Zerel, as she was commoniy called, bas 
transmitted to“ the boys ali the deviltry they 
possess. It so, what an exuberant abundance 
she must have had in her day. No wonder her 
meek Baptist husband went on a mission to 
California. 

She is 68 years old, well preserved, vigorous in 
body as well as iu spirt. er hair 1 uſte 
white—her eyes asteely- blue. her face is a long 
oval, set off by atirm, determined expression 
about the mouth, marked by 4 few lines of age, 
and flushed with a ruddy low of health. In 
figure she is a commanding woman, greighing 
Tully 1730 peunds, and is six feet h way 
above the medium run of womankind. Sue is 
shrewd, has dauntiess courage, and displaysa 
devotion for, the boys that can be likened to 
nothing eise but a tigress’ love for ber cubs. 
After six years of widowhood she married Dr. 
Reuben els, a respectable citizen. 

THE YOUTH OF THE JAMES BOYS, 

It was here and about Kearney that Frank 
and Jesse James ied uneventful lives until the 
breaking out of the 1881-65 war. y were 
not overfond of attending school in their youth, 
preferring squirrel-hunting, and in horseman- 
ship they became famous. As the other boys in 
thé neighborhood were, so were they. There 
Was nothing vicious about them, though bigh- 
spirited, and they are remembered today as boys 
of pleasing manners and general favorits. When 
theit comrades got to rollicking, the boys never 
took part, for then and now they never drink. 
The latent devil in them was brought out dur- 
ing the War. Both sides in Missouri were gutity 
of the greatest afrocities,and each party vied 
with tae other in dev devilish and horri- 
bie ways of retaliation. It finally became not 
war, but murder, unsanchioned by anything but 
the lust of blood. in this se of crime the 
James boys learned the lesson that has made 
them at this day the most daring, desperate, and 
bioodthirsty criminals known to the West. 

Frank James joined Quautreii’s guerrillas 
when be was 2) years old.

THE FIRST BANK, ROBBERIES. 

For three years the James boys sank from 
public gaze. In the spring of 1868 Jesse James, 
accompanied by Cole Younger, Al Shepherd, 
George Shepherd, and Jim White, dashed into 
Russelivilie, Ky., and robbed the bank of $14,- 
000. Part of the party entered the bank, While 
the others remained outside and began a fusil- 
lade up and down the street to intimidate the 
inhabitants. After securing the money the rob- 
bers rode off, and, though vigorously pursued, 
escaped. George Shepherd, however, was capt- 
ured two weeks after the robbery, fully identi- 
tied, and served a three-years’ term in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Their tirst robbery in Missouri took place in 
Galiatin, where not only did they rob the bank, 
but deliberately shot and killed Capt. Sheets, the 
cashier, after they had collected all the money 
in the bank. Frank and Jesse James and Cole 
Younger were the only ones concerned in the 
robbery. Krank guarded the avenues of ap- 
proach, while Cole Younger and Jesse entered 
the bank and forced the tribute. 

For two years the James boys hung around the 
Rio Grande frontier, in Mexico, In 1870 they re- 
turned. Corydon, lowa, a prosperuus village 
near the Missouri line, was invaded and the 
bank relieved of $40,000. At the time of this 
robbery a political meeting was in progress near 
the town, and when the boys hau effevtualiy 
gutted the bank they rode to the public gather- 
lug. There Cole Younger iaterrupted the speak- 
er, and announced the fact of the bank robbery. 
The crowd was fairly stupefied, and, derisiveiy 
luughing at the ruation produ 0 
bandits put spurs to ir horses and rode off. 
Pursuit was given, but in vaio. 

Two years now intervened before the gang 
was heard ot again. Kentucky was a second 
time the Bufferer. Columbia was the scene of 
the robbery, and the two James boys, Cole, Jim, 
and John Younger, were the tive who did it, 
Here, again, murder signalized the visit of these 
highwaymen, the bank cashier being shot down.

A DARING ROBBERY IN KANSAS CITY. 

In the fall of thisyear Kansas City was for the 
first time visited by the outlawain an official 
cdpacity. The County Agricultural Fair was in 
progress, and it was on Thursday, tne big day, 
that three men not only might have been but 
were seen to ride up to the gate of the grounds. 
They were mounted and wore iong linen dust- 
ers and the usual wide-brimmed slouched hat 
commonly affected by Missourians. On reach- 
ing the gute one digmouuted, hand bis bridle 
reins to his comra He appro the ticket 
office, and, looking through the window, said to 
the cashier: “ Whatif I was to say I was Jesse 
James, and toid you to baad out that tia box of 
woney—what would you say?” 

“I'd say I'd see you in bh—i first,” was the con- 
temptuous reply. 

Well, that’s jast who I am—Jesse James; 
and you had better hand it out pretty d—d 
quick, or-——”’ nd the rest of the sentence 
was finished by leveling a huge navy revolver 
at tho cashier. 

The box was handed out, with its contents of 
510,000. Return with the cash, Jesse re- 
mounted. and the oes began tiring 
their pistols and — 1. rode oft. The alarm 
became general almost immediately. Pursuit 
was but the boys got away with the 
money. : 

Only three nights after this occurence two 
men rode up to the front of the Tunes building, 
and, bailing a passer-by, politely requested him 
to go up-stairs and tell Maj. John N. Edwards, 
the editor, that two gentiemeo would like to see 
bim at thé bottom of the Stairway. in a few 
moments Maj. Edwards came down, and one of 
the horsemen accosted him by saying: “ Major, 
we are the James boys, and we wish to present 
you witb this gold watch and chain because of 
the fair treatment you have always given us.“ 

At this the taller of the two, and the spokes- 
man, Jesse, pulled out a handsome and costly 
gold watch, and bolding it by the chain, passed 
it over to the editor ofahe Iimes, now editor of 
the Sedalia Liemocrat. So soon as the watch was 
accepted with an astonished “Thank vou,“ the 
boys said, “Good-by, old fellow,” in a jovial sort 
of way, and rode off. This occurrence was made 
kpown to the police within five minutes after it 
took place, but the boys were not caught. 

This daring expioit was followed in six weeks 
by the robvery of the bank at St. Gevevieve. 
Nobody was killed here, But $4,000 was poured 
into the capacious mouth of the bandits’ saddle- 
bags. They were followed northwest to the 
Missouri, where all trace of them was lost, 

THE FIRST RAILROAD ROBBERIES. 

The next heard ot them was in June of 1873. 
The James boys were recognized around home 
in Clay County, and shortly after their appear- 
ance a train on the Chicago, Rock Island & Pu- 
cific Railroad was wrecked, and the express 
messenger was robbed of $6,000, Eigt men were 
engaged in this affair, and it is credited to the 
James boys. Coie, Bob, and Jim Younger, and 
three other bandiis whose names are not known, 
Following this event several stage robberies 
took place about the Hot Springs, Ark., in 
which the old gang are said to have been im- 
plic ated, 

They puta climax to their audacious career 
in this section of country by the robbery of an 
Iron Mountain Railroad train at Gad'’s Mili. 
They took possession of the station, switched 
the train on a side-track, and, at their leisure, 
Clell Miller, Jesse and Frank James, and Jim and 
Cole Younger stripped the passengers of their 
Tony wealth, and robbed the express car of 

11.500, 

This robbery following so fast upon numeregus 
others, aroused the authorities, and especially 
the railroad and express compauies to do some- 
thing to protect their large interests. Pinker- 
ton’s Detective Agency was empowered to bunt 
down and bring these daring outlaws to justice. 
From the appearan eof Pinkerton’s detectives 
on the scene in 1874 until the undertaking was 
hopelesly abandoned two years after, the most 
thrilling events of the story occur., The deteet- 
ives put forth their best efforts to compass the 
capture of the brigands, but their must adroit 
schemes were frustrated, and the detectives who 
vodertook their capture came to an untimely 
end at the bands of the enemy. 


THE FATE OF SEVERAL DETECTIVES. 

John W. Wicher first undertook the pertious 
task of finding pre ring the James boys 
aud their associat e found them, but it was 
he and notthey who was captured. Disguised 
as a laboring man, he visited the Samuels farm 
and applied fur work. The boys were at home, 
and with them Cieil Miller. For some reason, 
whether advised of imprudent inquiries made 
by Wieder ia Liberty or not, the boys suspected 
him. Against every asseveration the be was 
just what bé represented bimself to be, Wicher 
was made a captive. Bound and tied on a borse 
he wus marched by the three to and across the 
Missouri, and his body was found near Inde- 
pendence, Jackson County, with three gunshot 
wounds in the head. 


CAPT. LULL, OF CHICAGO, 

This failure did not deter others of the de- 
tectives from continuing the work. Wiener 
bad undertaken to ferret out the James boys. 
Capt. Lull, of the Ohicago police, and James 
Wright took upon themselves the task of un- 
covering the Younger brothers. Disguised ds 
battle buyers, they invaded the Younger coun- 
try in Cass County, en te taking into their 
coatidenee and employ Ed McDaniels, a Deputy 
Sheriff at ln the course of their trav- 
els they stop over nigh: at a relative’s of the 
You where John and Jim were at the 
time, but they kept out of sight.

For some time the gang disappeared from 
1874. however. they robbed

DESPERATE EFFORT TO CAPTURE THE BOYS. 

Out of the Muncie robbery grew the tr y 
enacted at the home of Mrs. Bamuels, in Clay 
County, in January, 1815, which added one more 
to the many fancied causes why the James boys 
should continue their career as brigands. The 
proffered rewards of Kansas Pacific.and Express 
officials for the arrest of the petrators of the 
Muocie outrage again brought Pinkerton’s men 
into the fleld. Oue cold evening in January a 
speeial train having on board a posse of eignt 
beavily armed men stopped near Kearney, Mo. 
Wagons being in waiting, they were quiet 
driven to the neighborhood of the Samuels 
home. In a fer minutes they had sur- 
rounded the house, supposed to contain Jesse 
and Frank James. In order to light up the in- 
side of the house, a prepared caét-iron shell, 
about three ſuches in diameter, filled with oil 
and supplied with a fuse, was buried through a 
— 41 — the kitchen. —— eet ey 
pusbed it into au o freplace w foot, 
where it exploded kil) her 14-year-oid son 
gg and blowing her rightarm off near the 
elbow. 

What followed has never been made public, 
but it is known that the boys were in the house 
at the time of the attack, and that a terrible 
tight took place. A fence on the east side of the 
bouse was perforated with buliet-holes made 
by bullets coming from the House. The next 
morning when the speciai train reached Quincy 
a badly wounded man was ¢ e on a 
stretcher to a Chicago, Burlington, & Quincy car 
for Chicago; but who be was, or who bis com- 
panions, is housed in the archives of Pinker- 
ton’s agency, This much is known, bowever. 
T buys were not killed or captured; but 
five days afterward a neighbor of theirs, 
named Daniel Askew, was called to his 
door and riddled with The murderers, 
awakening a man close at hand. said: We have 
killed Dan Askew, and if any one asks who did 
it tell them Pinkerton’s tives.” Askew 
was killed because suspicious ciroumstances 
puinted to him as the one who Carried informa- 
tion to the detectives that the outlaws were at 
their mother’s house the night their half-brother 
was killed. For tear of a ike death the officiais 
of Ciay County took an indifferent interest in 
the search for the murderers of the innocent 
farmer. 

ROBBING A BANK IN WEST VIRGINIA. 

So bot and determined was the pursuit of the 
gang after the train rebbery at Muncie, which 
resulted in Bud MeDaniels’ death, the rob- 
bers sepurdated, the James doys wog to the 
Pun- Handle of Texas, where their brutber-in- 
law, Allen Palmer, owned a fine ranch. Frank, 
bowever, soon went to Kentucky, where he was 
joined by Cole Younger, Thompson McDaniels, 
and a man knowu as Keen, alias Webb, alias 
Hinds. The Huntingtoa, W. Va., robbery was 
then planned and carried igto exeeution. The 
robbery occurred in September, 1875. It bas al- 
ways been thought that Frank James and Mc- 
Daniels entered the bank, leaving their com- 
punions as a guard outside. The cashier was 
compelled to deliver up what money he had, 
about $6,000. With this booty the four men rode 
rapidly out of town. In less than two pours a 
posse of over 100 men started in pursuit. In the 
mountains, nearly 100 miles from Huntington, a 
fight took place between the officers and fleecing 
rubbers. Thompson McDaniels was killed, and 
Keen, alias Hinds, captured; but, as usual, Cole 
Younger and Frank James escaped. Keen was 
sentenced to fourteen years in the penitentiary, 
and is now serving bis time. He bas never told 
his name or home, and steadfastiy refuses to 
open his mouth regardimg his companions at 
Huating ton. 

ANOTHER PACIFIC RAILROAD ROBBERY. 

wh gen James joined Jesse tn Texas, and the 
band was increase@ by the addition of several 
outiaws from the Indian Territory. In July, 
1876. their plans were compieted, and the east- 
bound passenger train on tne Missouri Pavific 
Rallroad was robbed at a point about tweaty 
miles east of Sedalia, called Otterville. “The 

rty@onsisted of Jesse and Frank James, Cole, 

im, and Bob Younger, Clell Miller, Bill Chad- 
well, Charlie Pitts, and Hobbs Kerry, a green 
country miner, who eventually was captured, 
and at Booneville made a full and free confes- 
sion of the plot. train was stopped ina 
deep, rocky cut after midnight by obstructions 
placed on the track. Seven of the gang jumped 
on board. Jesse James and Cole Yd@unger en- 
tered the express car and forced the messenger 
to open his safe, from which they took nearly 
$15,000 in currency. None of the passengers 
were disturbed. After a hasty division of thie 
spoils five of the party went directly rout 
while the James boys, Clell Miller, and Chadwel 
returned to Clay County. They rode about fifty 
miles before davilight, and the second night 
reached a safe hiding-place in the county. 

Kerry was arrested at Joplin, Mo., in August 
of the same year while Playing furo, and is now 
in the penitentiary at Jefferson City, serving 
outa seven years’ sentence. In his confession 
be named all the above parties as participants 
in the robbery at Otterville, hoping by this to 
1 himself. but baving no attorney his case 
was hopeless, and an easy conviction followed, 
Severai threatening letters were received by 
Kerry while in jail at Booneville from Jesse and 
Frank James, and one from the man Pitts. He 
was told that the most terrible death wouid be 
his if he gave them away to the officers, and at 
the head of both letters was a cross Of blood as 
a fearful reminder of what was in store for him. 
After his convicuon a last letter was sentto 
Kerry, informing him that the entire gang had 
sworn a folema oath to kill him as soon as his 
time was out in the penitentiary, and that until 
the lust one of the A was dead this deed of 
blood would be held as a sacred trust. In jess 
than three months from that date three of the 
party were dead and three in the penitentiary 
for life, leaving Jesse and Frank James alone to 
carry out the provisions of the oatn, 


ROBBERY OF A MINNESOTA BANK. 


The immedigte pursuit of the Otterville rob- 
bers being given up,a plan was arranged for a 
trip up into Minnesota, where it was proposed 
to rob the Northfieid Bank. Bill Chadwell, who 
was recruited to the ranks of the Missouri band 
from the Indian Nation, was an outiawed borse- 
thief from Minnesota, and was undoubtedly the 
originator of the fatal journey which ended in 
the almost total extermination of the entire 
pa There were plenty of banks in Missouri 
and Iowa as easy of access as the one at North- 
field, and Chad weli must have used some power- 
ful incentive. to draw the James boys and 
Youngers on fated trip, so far from home, 
into a country of the ga Swf of which they 
knew nothing. Chadwell and one of the 
Youngers were sent in advance of the others 
several days to reconnoitre, the main body 
of the expedition leaving Clay County, Mis- 
souri, some time during August, 1876. Cole, 
Jim, and Bob Younger, ese, and Frank 
James, Clell Miller, Charlie Pitts, and Chad- 
well comprised the party, the same who oper- 
ated so successfully at Otterville. At a littie 
station near Nortulleid the eight desperadoes 
held a consultation on Sept. 6, and on the after- 
noon of the 7th they entered the last-named 
town at a furious pace, shooting their revolvers 
right and left in order to intimidate the people 
on the streets.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


A Bohemian at Omaha, Already a Mur- 
derer, Slays His Wife and Kills Him- 
self.

OMAHA, Neb., April 3.—Joseph Jonas, a Bohe- 
mian about 55 yearsof age, shot his wife, Fran- 
cisco Jonas, at their cottage in South Omaha this 
morning, emptying one barrel of a shotgun into 
her breast and killing ner instantly.

SUPREMKt COURT. 


AN IMPORTANT TAX DECISION IN FAVOR OF 
A NATIONAL BANK. 

WasninoTon, D. C., April 3—An important 
bank-tax decision was rendered by the rt to- 
day in the of the Board of Supe of 
the County of Albany, New York, plaintiffs in 
error, vs. Edward N. Stanley. brought bere on 
a writ of error to the Circuit Court ot the United 
States for the Northern District of New York. 
This action was brought by the defendant in 
error, a citizen of Illinois, as assignee of cer- 
tain stockholders of the National Albany 
Exchange Bank, to recover taxes to 
the amount of $62,000, forcibly collected 
from the said stockholders, and paid into the 
Treasury of the County of Albany upon assess- 
ments made in the years 1878 to 1878, both in- 
clusive. It was maintained in behalf of the 
stockbolders below that the taxes in contro- 
versy were illegally assessed and collected, be- 
cause the law of New York, under which the as- 
sessment and collection were made, violated the 
restriction imposed on such assessment and 
taxation by the United States Revised Statutes, 
in that it did not permit the shareholder to de- 
duct the amouut of bis debts from the valuation 
of the shares of 6 ow by him 
in ascertaining the amount for which the 
shares should be taxed. It was therefore 
voickeo far as it related to the shares of stock in 
National banks. 

This view of the case was sustained by the 
court below, and judgment rendered in favor of 
the stockholders. 

THIS COURT HOLDS 

that the invalidity on the partof the State law 
does not necessarily invalidate it in toto; that if 
the valid and invalid parts of the statute are 
capabie of separation only the latter are to 

disregarded. In resent case the New 
York State law of 1866, as construed by 
the Court of Appeals, is in conflict 
upon a single point with the Federal statute. 
As far as that point is concerned it is invalid, 
but in other respects it must be held to be op- 
erative. Judgment of the court below is re- 
versed and the cause remanded, with directions 
to enter judgment upon the tnding of facts for 
the plaintiff on the seventh count for the 
amount of tax paid by Williams, with interest, 
and on all other counts for defendants, . 

The Supreme Court will adjourn tor the term 
May 8. and will not hear arguments after 
April 28. . 


THE NEXT HOUSE. 
GEERYMANDERING BY EACH PARTY TO GET 
' ADVANTAGES. 

WasuinoTon, D. C., April 3.—The coming con- 
test for the control of the next House of Repre- 
sentatives it is conceded will be a close one, and 
both parties are preparing to fight every inch of 
debatable ground. The Democrats wpe for 
control of the next House. Ever since 1960 they 
have gained largely in off yd&rsand the fight 
between the Stalwart and Garfield factiors gives 
them grounds for expecting losses to the Re- 
publicans, especially in New York and Peunsyl- 
vania. The Republicans, however, base the 
bope of a continued majority in the House upoa 
the advantages of reapportioning and redistqot- 
ing. Maine, which now bas three Republicans 
and two opposition, will elect ber reduced dele- 
gation of four by a general ticket. These will 
undoubtedly be Republicans, a loss of two to 
the Democrats and a gain of one to the Repub- 
licans. In Ohio the redistricting is heid to be 
greatly to the advantage of the Republicans.

It seems there are a number of Con- 
gressional aspirants in the Legisiature of that 
State, and with a view of cutt out the pres- 
ent members and helping their own chances 
they have chiseled the State into most grotesque 
districts, One contains 90,000 more population 
than any other in the State. It is said. the Ap- 
por donment act which requires that each dis- 
trict shall contain as nearly as practicable an 
equal number of inhabitants is so gross- 
ly violated in the Mississippi apportionment 
that the entire delegation might be excluded 
from the next Congress if its exclusion would 
serve to give control of the House to eitner 
party. Some of the Democratic committee do 
not admit tnese claims, but they are not confi- 
dent of making very large gains. 


S. A. HURLBUT DEAD. * 


HE FALLS A VICTIM TO HEART DISEASE ON 
-THE EVE OF DEPARTURE FOR AMERICA. 
WAsHINGTON, D. C., April 3.—The Department 

of State has received a dispatch confirmatory of 

the report of the death of Huribut, United 

States Minister to Peru. He died suddenly in 

Lima of heart-disease. Stephen Augustus 

Hurlbut was born in Charieston, 8. C., Nov. 19, 

1815. He received a liberal education, and 

chose the law asa profession. He served with 

distinction in the second Seminole War, was 
afterwards a Whig, and in 1845 settled in 

Belvidere, III., which was his home until 

bis death. He sailed for Panama the day 

Garfield was assassinated, and was on the 

eve of returning to this country to lay before 

Congress an accountof affairs in that country 

when he died. During his stay he consolidated 

the Government of Peru, greatly increasing the 
influence of this country in South America. 

Latterly his course was assailed in the press, 

and he asked for a committee of investigation. 

His letters of late have exp the greatest 

regret for the injury done the country’s interest 

by the scandal, and a feeling, of certainty that 
be would be acquitted of any wrong-doing.

Huribut’s passage bad been taken from Pacama 

to New York, and arrangements were making

AT last, and under most unexpected 
and extraordinary circumstances, Jesse 


successful outlaw that ever operated in 
America, has met his fate, and now lies a 
corpse in St. Joseph, Mo. The details of the 
kiling ynd the history of the career 
of this noted desperado, which are 
given in oum columns this morning, 
make up a chapter of great interest. 
The treachery of two trusted friends and 
companions in crime—men in whom Jesse 
James must have reposed unbounded con- 
tidence—accomplished in an instaut What 
the State of Missouri, with her numerou 

Sheriffs, Constables, policemen, and detect- 
ives, all stimulated by fabuious rewards to 
to do their bravest and cleverest, had miser- 
ably failed to accomplish. Unknown to 
his nearest neighber, Jesse James had 
for several months lived with his wife and 
two children in a humble dwelling in the 
outskirts of St. Joseph. In his stable were 
several fine horses, either stolen or purchased 
with stolen money; upon his person a gold 
watch, stolen same years ago from the man 
who is now Governor of Missouri; in his 
house a perfect arsenal of gung revolvers, 
pistols, bombs, knives, dirks, and other 
weapons; and yet no one knew anything 
of all this—no one in the city except the two 
brothers, Charles and Robert Ford, 
who hac tor ten days or more 
lived in the house as members of the family. 
These men, tempted by the vast sums of 
money set as a price on the head of the out- 
law, yesterday morning found the coveted. 
opportunity. While James was dressing, 
having for a moment laid aside his belt of 
revolvers, one of the brothers, taking the 
precaution to step between his victim and his 
weapons, sent a bullet into the back of his 
head, and the bloody career of Jesse James 
was ended then and there. Misseuri. which 
has long suffered the stigma of cowardice 
and inefficiency, is relieved of a terrible in- 
fliction, and people whose travel through the 
State has for years been attended with con- 
stant apprehension and terror may once 
more breathe freely.

GROSS INEQUALITIES OF THE TAR'FF. 

One of the subsidized organs of the Tariff 
Prohibitionists contends that there are no in- 
equalities in the present system of customs 
duties. This mouthpiece of monopoly says: 

The pretext that our tariff needs to be sim- 
plised is a deliberate proposidon to try whe 
Tariff act by a false stangurd. The tariff laws 
constitute a mechanism for promoting joiutly 
both revenue cnon, and the question, 
“Are they simpler is as irrelevant to their 

as a similar question concerning a 
power-loom or @ printing- press would be. 

The proposition here laid down is false, 
and the inferences which the organ attempts 
to derive fronfit are dishonest. The tariff 
laws do not constitute “a mechanism for 
promoting jointly both revenue and protec- 
tion.” They are a mechanism fot promoting

The inequalities of the tariff are derived 
from three sources. The present duties rep- 
resent, first, a system of war-taxes which 


have been rendered unnecessary. Secondly, 


they are in part gn offset to internal-revenue 
taxes, which were long ago repealed. Third, 
the specific duties imposed when prices were 
immensely inflated and the currency was far 
below par now dear a@igher ratio to the cost 
of the articles on which they are levied than 
they did before the resumption of specie pay- 
ments. 

I. One has only to turn to the dettes in 
Congress to find the iteration and reiteration 
of the cry that the exorbitant tariff laws then 
enacted were “war measures“ and designed 
ta be “only temporary.“ In advocating the 
Tariff act of June 30, 1864, Morrill, of Ver- 
mont, then a member of the House Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, said: This is in- 
tended as a war measure, a temporary meas- 
ure, it is needful that it should pass 
sSpeedily.“ Yet there has been no diminu- 
tion of the war duties from that day to this. 
On the contrary, they have been largely in- 
creased, and in many igstances the duties 
have been raised to the prohibition point. 
Ad yalorem duties have been changed to 

specific duties, and vice versa. Compound 
auties have been provided fora large num- 
ber of staple articles. The attempts to con- 
ceal the facts from the public by altering the 
mode of levying duties have been persistent 
and barefaced. But the slightest examina- 
tion of the schedule by a person competent 
to understand figures will show the facts to 
be as we have stated. 

II. The internal-revenue laws enacted dur- 
ing the War were made a pretext for largely 
increasing the duties on imports. Mr. Allison. 
of Iowa. showed this very clearly in a speech 
delivered in the House of Representatives 
March 25, 1870. He said: 


In 1862 an ad-valorem internal-revenue tax of 
3 per cent wasimposed upon manufacturers in 
this country, and that tax wus subsequently 
increased to 5 per cent in 1864, and to 6 per ceut 
in 1865. This large internal-revenue tax was 
made the excuse and cause of the advance 
of the tariff of Juiy 14, 1862, and June 30, 1864. 

Mr. Allison referred to the pledges made by 
the principal supporters of the several tariff 
bills passed during and since the War that 
they were designed only as “ temporary 
mesures,“ and that the high duties Which 
they imposed would be reduced as soon as 
the exigencies which then required such 
duties should have passed away. He con- 


tinued: 

In 1866, when Mr. Morrill introduced in 
Thirty-ninth Congress a tariff measure we 
temporary measure,” the manufacturers of the 
country were groantg under a weight of [inter- 
nal) taxation equivalent to 6128,00, 00 per an- 
num. 

These taxes by successive acts of repeal hav 
all been removed. First came the Mofenve sot 
of July 13, 1806, when the internu! tax was re- 
moved from most manufactures of iron and 
steel and reduced upon manufactures of wovi- 
eus and the free list enlarged. In March, 1867, a 
further reduction of [internal] taxes was made, 
and hy the act of March, 1468, ali taxes 
manufactures were abolished save only the tax

tered. All the monstrous tariff dues orig- 
inally imposed as offsets to the internal-rev- 
enue taxes are retained in our customs sys- 
tem, and they have been relatively much in- 
creased by the operation of natural causes. 
III. When the tariff of 1864 and subse- 
quent years was adopted the currency of the

pound (it is now worth 11 to 13 cents). Pig- 
iron was worth 880 per ton. Wool sold up 
to $1.10, and salt Was quoted at $3.50 per 
sack (it can now be bought for 7% cents a 
barrel, with the barrel thrownin), Specific 
duties then bore a much lower o to the 
gross value of the articles on ‘which they 
were imposed than they do now. When 
good quality cotton prints sold for 78 
cents per yard, a specific duty of 5 cents 
per square yard was relatively but one- 
ninth of what the same tax levied on 
the same goods at 8 cents per yard would 
be. Yet the tax on printed cottons now is 
555 cents per square yard, and 20 per cent ad 
valorem, or 58 percent; though the market 
price of all cotton goods is less than one 
ninth what it was in 1864. 

In 1868 the tax on pig-iron was $9 per ton, 
aud Scotch pig sold in New York for 880 
per ton, the duty being included. The spe- 
cific tax was at that time 1244 per cent of the 
first cost of the article. The taxis now 87 
per ton, and Scotch pig is selling for $23 per. 
ton, including the duty. The specific duty 
is therefore 43 per cent. And iron is a raw 
material. 

In 1864 wool sold for $1.10 per pound. It 
now selis for 0 to 4 eents in Eastern mar- 
kets. In 1864 the duty was three to six cents 
per pound and 10 per cent ad valorem. It is 
now 10 to 12 cents per pound and 11 to 12 per 
centad valorem. ‘The duty has been doubled, 
while the price has fallen more than one- 
half. 

So it goes through the whole list of arti- 
cles. In some cases, as in those of cotton 
goods and Bessemer steel rails, the tariff has 
been enormously increased, not only by, the 
return to specie.payments, but by the red 
tion of the cost of the raw material due to 
other causes, and by improvements in the 
methods of manufacture. 

But enough has been said to show that the 
present tariff system abounds in inequalities 
and incongruities, and that there is an im- 
perative need of reform. 


THE LAMSON POISONING CASE. 

It is questionable whether those Americans 
who are concerning themselves to obtain a 
pardon—becanse he happens to be American 
born—from the English Government for Dr. 
Lamson, who was recently convicted of poi- 
soume his brother-lu-law, are not acting 
upon blubberly sentimental grounds and in- 
terfering with exact justice. No man could 
well have a fairer trial, and no direct evi- 
dence was ever more positive than the over- 
whelming circumstantial evidence upon 
which he was convicted, 

The brother-i law, Percy John, was a boy 
at school, and was ill with some ailment of 
the spine. He died A » suddenly on the 
3d of last December. KM was shown to the 
jury that on that day Dr. Lamson visited 
him. He gave him a capsule, such as is 
used for taking medicine, into which he 
ostensibly placed some sugar. in four 
hours after the boy was dead. The experts 
who examined the body found that the cause 
was poison. A cloud of witnesses testified 
to this. Chemical analyses showed that this 
poison was aconitine. It was shown to the 
jury that Dr. Lamson had a short time be- 
fore purchased aconitine from four several 
druggists. It was shown that some months 
previously Dr. Lamson had given Percy 
John a pill, and that he himself on the night 
of his death said his symptoms after taking 
it resembled what he was then suffering. It 
was also shown that among Percy John’s 
effects were found some powders containing 
aconitine, and that these powders were traced 
to a chemist’s shop, where Dr. Lamson had 
ordered then? 

The prosecution not only proved the act, 
but they showed a motive. Dr. Lamson was 
in distressed circumstances and if his 
brother-in-law died under age he ‘would ob- 
tain $6,000, and lastly it was shown that his 
conduct before the murder was precisely that 
of a man bent upon an evil mission, and that 
every Kory he told about his actions and 
movements was inconsistent with any 
hypothesis of innocence. Never was a case 
more eircumstantially proven, and not a 
particle of the voluminous evidence intro- 
duced against him was shaken by the de- 
fense. . 

There is nothing in all this that shows any 
sign of insanity. On the ‘other hand, the 
manner in which he acted showed a rare de- 
gree of mental acumen. The poison which 
he used isa very rare and obscure one, and 
the effects of it very closely resemble the 
effects of a diseased spine, hence he reasoned 
that, being a physician himself and visiting 
his victim publicly and administering the 
capsule openly, no suspicion would attach 
to him, especially as he had visited and pre- 
scribed for the boy before on several occa- 
sions. The very audacity also with which he 
committed the deed showed that he had rea- 
soned out his course in this manner: That 
acareless and above-board manner of com- 
mitting an act which was necessarily sus- 
picious would divert all the suspicions 
which might arise if he sought to commit 
the foul deed covertly and in an underhanded 
way. Upon this point the London Spectator 
says: 

He trusted, no doubt, to the incredulity which 
would be felt that a man should positively elect 
to commit a crime before a trustworthy wit ness, 
and that in a way sure to excite remark if ill- 
effects followed, which he might easily have 
committed a little later without any witness at 
all; and that be should follow up such an act by 
boidly returning from abroad and offering to aid 
the police in their investigations concerning it. 
And doubtiess this audacious pian of campaign 
must have had a certain effect at first in ren- 
dering it dificult to believe that such a crime 


was reaily carried out in so contident and un- 
blushing a manner. 


And now come a number of Americans and 
ask fora respit for this man for three prin- 
cipal causes: First, that he was in the habit 
of taking morphine for relief of neural- 
gia. If this be an indication of insanity, how 
many sane persons are there in the commu- 
nity? Second, that some relative of his on 
his mother’s side is an inmate of an insane 
asylum. But how many men are there who 
have not had an insane relative somewhere 
in their family, either now or in the past? 
Third, that during the war in the East he 
neediesly amputated Jimbs that might have 
been saved, and was discharged from a hos- 
pital for want of medical knowledge. But, 
if this be a test of insanity, how many sane 
physicians and surgeons were there in our 
own army during our Civil War? ‘The real 
merits of this application are far differ- 
ent. There is searecely a case of murder 
m this country which is not immediately 
followed by an uprising of sentimentalists 
who are ready to make aflidavit to all sorts 
of visionary pleas of insanity. It is the con- 
venient defense for every wretch who kills 
his feliow-man, and it is indorsed by a mor- 
bid and maudlin sentiment in almost every 
community, which has saved many a scoun- 
drei from the gallows. The English have 
not yet reached this new method of len- 
iency to fhurderers and of thwarting justice. 
When they convict a man they hang him, 
and that is the end of it. For this reason it 
is not likely that the request of the Ameri- 
can petitioners (while it will be courteously 
considered) will avail to save this murder- 
er's neck from the halter. And it onght 


not. 


Tux attention of the Republican voters of 
Chieayo is called to their town tickets in those 
two divisions of the city—the West and South— 
where there isa serious contest.

It does appear as if 
the grogshop business had secured too large a 
representation in the Council, and, not satisfied 
therewith, was seeking to make it much larrer. 
There are about 3,000 citizens in the saloon busi- 
ness, They cost the city a million dollars yearly, 
and they in return pay about $175,000. Measured 
by the number of voters, by property owned, or 
by taxes paid, this interest is at the most enti- 
tled to only one representative in the Council. 
Yet it already has two, aud is making desperate 
efforts to get five more, with an absolute cer- 
taluty of the election of one. This looks very 
much like bogging things. If any other class 
in the community had had five representatives 
in the last Council, the toughs and bummers 
would have raised a tremendous howl about it. 
Let respectable citizens, when chey go to the 
polis today, look closely at this list of gragshop 
representatives who are candidates, and vote 
against them every time. 


MANY complaints appear in the English 
papers of the annoyances which people are 
forced to endure when riding in the street-cars, 
and no wonder, if occurrences like the following 
are often repeated: A Sheffield street-car, well 
fil ith passeogers, was stopped to admita 
portly dame, who calmly entered, bearing in her 
arms a lively young pig, which forthwith began 
tosqueal vociferousiy.

Then the other passen- 
gers began protesting, and in the midst of the 
tumult the pig bit its mistress’ finger to the 
bone, at which she uttered a yell which might 
have waked the dead; and all the time the con- 
ductor was adding his contribution to the uni- 
versal uproar by declaring, in stentorian tones, 
that be really could not allow such goings on. 


Tue drift of sentiment among the Repub- 
licans of Kentucky appears to be against the 
party making separate nominations and in tavor 
of supporting the anti-Bourbon movement. 
Several county conventions have adopted reso- 
lutions to this effect. The Republicans are not 
encouraged, however, by the recent removals 
and appoiutments by the President.“ The Louis- 
ville Commercial, which supports the anti- Bour- 
bon movewent, says that these indicate that the 
President has been led to believe that there is no 
genuine Liberal movement in the State, and that 
“the pretended movement was a mere fiction 
devised by certain anti-Grant Republicans to get 
prominence and secure control of the party or- 
ganization in the State.“

The prima donna was recailed 
at the end of every act and three 
times at the close of the third. Her success was 
complete, and her performance of the title role 
finished and thoroughiy artistic.

YANKTON, Dak., April 3.—The forty-eight re- 
maining patients belonging to the burned in- 
sane asylum have been placed in the new asylum 
Duilding, which is not completed, but can be 
used in this emergency.

Another Caval Project. 

The Saginaw Courier the other day referred to 
& project to connect the waters of Georgian Bay 
and the St. Lawrence by what is known as the 
Ottawa River Ship Canal.a project started by 
Charles H. Plummer, a well-known Saginaw 
lumberman. Over a year ago Mr. Plummer un- 
foided bis pians to the editor of that paper, and 
on visiting the Dominion and the East, fortified 
with maps and surveys, euliste i promiaent cap- 
italists in the scheme. The proposed project 
starts at Montreal, passing up the Ottawa River 
to Ottawa, a distance of 110 miles by river, al- 
ready improved to nine feet depth. Thence up 
the Ottawa to the Mettawan, a total distance of 
306 miles above Montreal. Thence up the Mat- 
tewan to the east end of Nipissing, a distance of 
fortyyfour and one-balf miles. Thence through 
Nipis®ing and down French River to Georgian 
Bay, eighty miles; a total distance from Montre- 
al of 424)‘ miles, requiring for this entire distance 
only the construcuon of twenty-nine miles of 
canal, and effect u suving in the distance from 
Montreal to Chicago, as against the present 
route through Ontario, Erie, and Huron, the 
rivers, etc., Of slightly over 500 miles. Mr. 
Piummer asserts that by the construction of 
this canal English bottoms can discharge car- 
goes from Liverpool at Caicago without break- 
ing bulk, giving a depth of from fifteen to 
twenty feet of water on the lakes and Ottawa 
River, and only twenty-nine miles ot canal re- 
quired. He asserts that by this route standing 
on the docks at Chicago the traveler is but 
twenty-seven miles further away from Liver- 
— than be would be from the dock in New 

ork, and he is sustained iu his assertion by 
such eminent engineers as Walter Shanly. Mr. 
Piummer asks from the Deminion Government 
a grant of 10,000,000 acres of land, and proposes 
to organize a company of capitalists at once to 
construct the canal. He has been studymg up 
the project during the past ten years, and seems 
now to have it well in hand. bas ample as- 
surance of ail the capital necessary, and the 
Dominion Government wilt hardly fail to give 
the scheme all possible assistance.

BARBED-WIRE FENCES. 


Serious Charges of Bribery and Cor- 
ruption. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Des Moines, Ia., April 3.—There is music in 
the air bere for a fact. .The Farmers’ State Pro- 
tective Association have a heap of trouble with 
their barbed-wire business. No suoner do they 
get started than comes an agent of Wasbbura, 
Moen & Co., the barbed-wire monopoly, who 
buy somebody up, get possession of the patent 
and the machines, leuving the association to 
nurse its wrath to keep it warm. The puolic 
are already familiar with the sharp trick 
they played on the association by pur- 
chasing Coon, whose machines they were 
using, and at the same time buying 
their case out of ccurt, wherein the association 
were sanguine they would defeat the patent 
claims of the monopoly. But the association 
wils paid as their share of the purchase money 
$5,000. The association,’ nothing daunted, at 
once purchased of J.C. and W. F. Butler one- 
baif iaterest in their patent for barbing wire. 
The patent was issued April 6, 1880. To make 
assurance sure an assignment of this interest 
was made by the Butlers to the association, and 
it was further agreed that neither purty to the 
assignmem should or could dispose of their iu- 
terest without consent of the other. The as- 
sigument was given to Judge C. Cole, at- 
torney for the associamon, to be sent to 
be recorded in the Patent Office Departmeurt, in 
accordance with law, that it might be notice to 
the public. and for the further reuson that it 
was through negiect to do this with the Coou 
patent that Coon was able to sell out tothe 
monopoly and get his price. 

Matters began to move. Butler machines 
were set at work, and barbed wire was being 
made at a rapid rate. New machines were add- 
ed ag fast as they could be made. A few weeks 
ago Jacob Haish, who is in the monopoly ring, 
turned up ove day at the works of the N 
tion, but was not permitted to ive 
inspection. One day last week a . 
was delivered at the works very 
iliegibly addressed, and it was opened. The 
coments * a request for Butler to meet 
Haish at Mafshalitown that day, and it aroused 
a suspicion at onc’ that more bribery was brew- 
ing, and negotiations were pending with Butler 
to sell out. The next thing to do was to see 
where they stood, and Judge Cole was 
visited to see if the assignment of the pat- 
ent had been sent to Washington, when they 
were informed it had not, and that be was hoid- 
ing it as security for fees which the association 
owed him. That was a stunner sure. The Judge 
was notitied that his resignation as attorney for 
the association would be accepted—in fact, it 
was accepted in advance, The Judge brought 
an action to recover for services, and the 
association immediately applied to vourt 
for an injunction to restrain the Butlers from 
selling the said patents, or any persons {trom 
purchasing the same, and Judge Cole from sell- 
lug Or transferring the assignment to any per- 
sou whomsoever. The injuaction was granted. 
In this action the firm Wright, Cummings & 
Wright are retained as attorneys for the asso- 
ciation. In we action of Judge Cole against the 
association Judge C. C. Nourse is retained by the 
association, Judge Cole will be his own lawyer, 
and the well-known anismosity exist be- 
tween these two noted lawyers indicates a de- 
cidedly lively scrimmuge. Probably no man of 
the Lowa bar can put more venom into English 
language than Charley Nourse. He bas tied an 
answer to Judge Cole's petidon for an allowance 
for services in which it is admitted that Cole 
was the attorney of the association, was to be 
paid a salary, and that there is probably due him 
$963.40, but sets up a counter-claim and alleges 
that said C. C. Cole, 
well knowing the premises, undertook to per- 
form faitbfuülly and honestiy the duties of an 
attorney, according to the spirit and purpose of 
bis employment; but in violation of his said 

agreement, and in disregard of bis trust, he, the 

suid Cole, did willfully and corruptly fail to per- 
form his said duty, and willfully and fora money 
coosideration, and the hope of reward and per- 
sonal gain, did negotiate, induce, and procure a 
gettlement and compromise of said suits, and 
nided in preparing and procuring an agreement 
for a decree to be entered in said causes, wbereby 
it was adjudged and decreed that the manufuct- 
ure of barbed wire by said Coon, Given & Car- 
penter, by and with ‘the machines theretofore 
owned and used by tpem, was illegal, and was 
an infringement ot the rights of sai Washburn 
& Moen Manufacturing Company; and said Cole 
also aided in procuring an agreement whereby 
the macbines then owned by said Coon, Given 
& Carpenter were sold, transferred, and 
assigned to the Washburn & Moen Man- 
ufacturing Company. That the said /C. C. 
Cole, without the knowledge, authority, or 
consent of this defendant, fraudulently and cor- 
ruptiy pretended to be the attorney in fact of 
this defendant, and in the betrayal of bis trust 
dia fraudulently sign the name of ‘this defend- 
ant, The Farmers’ Protective Association, tosaid 
agreement, whereby said suits were compro- 
mised and said decree rendered estabiishing the 
rights and monopoly of the said Washburn & 
Moen Manufacturm Company to manufacture 
barbed wire as claimed by them in said several 
suits, which said C. C. Cole was employed by the 
defendants to defend. 

Defendant avers that the said compromise and 
settlement so procured andassented to by said 
Cole was so made by the suid Cole wholly wün- 
out the authority, knowledge, or consent of this 
defendant or any of its authorized officers or 
agents, and was made by the said C. C. Cole in 
express violation of bis duty and e r as 
atturnev for defendant, and wholly defeated the 
purpose of his employment, whereby and by 
reason of the premises and the said fraudulent 
and corrupt conduct of the said C. C. Cole, bis 
said services as theretofore rendered in said 
causes were rendered wholly worthiess and of 
no value to said defendant. 

That by reason ot his unlawful conduct he is 
indebted to the association in the sum of $1,000, 
money paid for services of no value to the asso- 
ciation, but oullified by his acts. 

A further sum of $1,000 is claimed as money 
paid to Cole for the assoviation, which he did 
not pay over. It is alleged that Washburn, 
Moen & Co., in the Coon transaction, paid Cole 
$5,000 for the use of Given & Carpenter which 
wus received by Cole upon the consideration 
and pretense that be was their attorney and au- 
thorized agent; that Cole represented to Given 
& Carpenter that ne nad received only $4,000; 
that he paid them $4,000, and fraudulentiy re- 
tained $1,000; that Given & Carpenter had as- 
8 to the association this claim for $1,000.

Their Dangers, and Suggestions About 
Remedying Them. 
— 
What Superintendent Holmes Has to 
Say on the Subject. 


How to Remedy Defects. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

CurcaGo, April 3—Ilt is my desire to call 
your attention to the careless, reckiess manver 
in which the South Side cable-cars are being 
run, and to show how it appears to one who 
rides on them daily they can be run more suc- 
cessfully and without the danger that now at- 
tendsthem. That accidents will happen is only 
a matter of time. In the first place, the cars 
used now were built and intended only for use 


a train and drawn by the grip- car. Suppose a 
passenger in the rear car desires to get off, be or 
she notifies the conductor, who pulis the bell- 
rope which rings the bell at the front of bis car, 
the conductor on the next car in front hears it 
ana pulls the of bis es car, which in turn 
rings the bell on the front of bis car, and then 
the conductor on the next cur and next to the 
grip-car gives the same signal, which is heard 

y the driver or grip-man, who is supposed to 
stop. Now, see the absurdity of such un ar- 
rangement, especially in case it is desired to 
stop the train instantly and ee case of accident. 
Three men stru along to take and for- 
ward the signal. And ig the work of taking fares, 
watching ngers and braking, as they have 
to act as brakemen, dow easy it is and often 
happens that the signal from the car behind is 
not heeded and es by the man whe should 
send it forward. Suppose steam cars were run 
in this fashion, the beli-rope would amount to 
nothing. But how much more desirable it is in 


running cars through crowded streets at a com- 


paratively fast speed to have every means for 
rapid signals tor stopping. Then again the cars 
are cou pied together in such a manner that every 
time they are stopped or started there is a hard 

and disagreeable joit. I Saw two cars uncoupie 
one afternoon, and they were running at such a 
speed that when the grip-car stopped sudden! 
they Came together with such force as to brea 
the wiass at the rear of one of them. 

Then again the manner in which trains are al- 
lowed to pass another train just coming toastop 
to let passengers off at crossings is truly dau- 
gerous. The company bas lately put on the cars 
u chain to stretch dc asaguard on the side 
towards the next track, but I notice that it is 
seldom used. There should be wire-gates of 
some kind put across the platform towards the 
other track, or it should be an imperative rule 
never to allow atrain to pass at full speed an- 
other stopping for passengers. 

I have noticed that there is an unwillingness 
of the employés to come to a full stoptor pas- 
sengers to alight or get on the cars. It it is a 
man taney may just barely siacken up a little. 
These cars are run at a much faster rate of 
speed than the ones drawn by horses. We who 
live well out towards tne city limits appreciate 
this, and no fault is found on that account; but 
fault is found that people should be expected to 
gracetully catch their car or alight from it with 
the old and safe ease of the slow horse-cars. 
These grip-cars can be stopped with more ease 
(and no crueity to borses in starting up again 
with loaded cars), and if they are to be allowed 
to run at a fast speed they have got to stop 
when signaied to. These curs that are run now 
are not adapted for the cabie line, and must be 
remodeled or got rid of as soon as possible. The 
public are not going to tolerate them to beip the 
company use them up, unless they are changed. 

I would suggest that a car be made, say, fifty 
or sixty feet in length, made with a beil-rope 
running the whole length of the car and at- 
tached to a bell in the grip-car, so one pull of it 
will give the signal to the gripman. Also that 
wire gates be made that can be run into the side 
of the car to be out of the way; these gates to 
be pulled out on the side towards the next track 
and locked so no one could jump off on that side; 
that only one of these long cars be allowed to be 
run as a train; that uo train should be aliowed 
to pass another when at a stand or coming to a 
stop; and that stops should be made anywhere 
between 9 o'clock in the morning and 5 o'clock 
at night; that at other times, except after 7:30 
p. m., they only stop at street crossings. Au- 
other thing the company should not be allowed 
to do is the pushing of cars ahead of the grip- 
car, which is often done with a Stock- Yards car. 
The car obstructs the view of the driver and 
makes it dangerous to people in the streets. I 
am sure that this thing has been running long 
enougb, and am only surprised that there have 
— been any more accidents than there have

A SUBSCRIBER AND CABLE- CAR PATRON. 


The Dangers of the System, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CRNRTO AGO, April 1.—As a medium of rapid and 
convenient transit from the outskirts to the 
heart of the city and vice versa, the cable-cars 
seem to be an undoubted success; but rapid 
transit on the busiest thoroughfare of our city 
must always be attended with considerable dan- 
ger to those making use of the street for other 
purposes. Especially is this so where the means 
employed are cars, without horses ahead, which 
present an unyielding and perpendicular front 
likely to knock down aoy one with whom it 
comes in sudden contact. The manner in wich 
the cars are man * while running, whether 
with due care and precaution or independent 
negiigence, is a matter of serious importance. 
It is comparatively easy for one to get out of 
the way of the ordinary horse-car, or for the 
driver to stop within very close — 2 but it is 
not so easy always to escape from in front of 
the cable-car, and in case of a train 
of three loaded cars it is impossible. 
with the present arrangements, for the driver 
or engineer to come to a quick stop iu the pres- 
ence of sudden danger. Several accidents have 
already happened since the operation of the 
cable system, which would probably have been 
avoided under the old pian. For instance, last 
Wednesday afternoon Dr. Van Vaikenburg, of 
the South Side, was endeavoring from the east 

side of the street to catch a south-bound cable 

train. Being approached by a wagon coming 
from the south, be, after noting a porth-bound 
train apparentiy at some distance, in order to 
escape the wagon and yet not miss his train, 
stepped upon the east track. By means of the 
in this case too rapid transit and the negligence 
or willtulness of the driver he was knocked 
down, dragged under the car, burt seriously, 
and the car was only stop in time 
to save bim as be lay across the track 
from being run over by one of the 
front wheels of the grip-car, and 
the train had to be backed up in order to get 
dim out from under the car in ac unconscious 
and dilapidated condidion. And he probably 
will de confined for some time from the effects 
of his injuries, if indeed they are not more 
serious. Whether there was legal negligence on 
the part of the unfortunate doctor, or of the 
driver of the car (who I understand was at first 
look ing in u different direction) will not matter 
much to the public. Men who are compelled to 
cross g crowded street cannot afford to wait 
until no passing vehicles are near, and must be 
considered as hav some rights which even the 
cable system should observe. 

It would seem certain that some provision 
ought to be made to enable a three or four-car 
cable train to come toa quick stop, and to pre- 
vent a person who is unfortunate enough to be 
knocked down by a car from ar dragged 
under it and run over. OBSERV KK. 


Superintendent Holmes.

“ Before we began running more than one car 
to each grip we thought this matter over very 
carefully, and came to the conclusion that it 
would be utterly impossible to run one con- 
nected bell- rope through the passenger cars to 
the grip-cur, and 1 will tell you why. Suppose 
there were three cars on a train, and some one 
desired to alight from one of the cars. When 
the passenger alighted the conductor on that 
car would signal the grip-mun to go 
ahead, and be would ovey the signal. 
But suppose there was some one getting 
off of one of the ocher cars at the time, then 
the start might be made before he or she had 
alighted, and an accident might occur. It is 
much safer, you see, to have u bell on each car. 
The time taken ia rmau the bells is very snort, 
and the grip-man takes bis signal from the bell 
on the first car of the train. In this way no ac- 
cidents can hapben through a sudden starting- 
up of the train while auy one is getting off.

Wauereas, The county is furnishing milk, 
sugar, salt. and all the necessaries of life to said 
institution in iarge quantities, and er pending 
large amounts of money for goods of the best 
quality; and

pointed by the Chairman of this board, to 
answer to the charges which have been made
